Law Making Is Left to Congress 


When the contract between the Insur- 


ance Agents International Union and the 
Prudential Insurance Company of America 
expired in 1956, the insurance agents did 
not go on strike. However, the union or- 
dered its members to participate in a gen- 
eral work slowdown. The agents refused 
to write new business, to work scheduled 
hours, to make required reports and to 
take part in company meetings and promo- 
tion plans. 


The National Labor Relations Board 


decided such harassing tactics constituted 
an illegal form of union pressure. The 
board had held in this and other cases that 
such tactics by themselves prove a lack of 
"good faith" which is required in union 
management negotiations. 


However, last week the supreme court 


of the United States in a unanimous ruling 
struck down the labor board's order curb- 
ing harassing tactics. In doing so, the court 
said that congress intended the unions and 
employers to have wide latitude in their 
negotiations unrestricted by government 
regulatory powers. The court said that the 
KLRB in this instance had moved "into a 
new area of regulation which congress had 
not committed to it." The decision said that 
there was no indication "that congress had 
put it to the board to define through its 
processes what economic sanctions might 
be permitted negotiating parties in an 
'ideal' or 'balanced' state of collective bar- 
gaining." 


However, the court did not get into the 


position of approving such tactics in a labor 
dispute. In fact it suggested that congress 
"might be of the opinion that greater stress 
should be put on the role of 'pure' negotia- 
tions," that is that congress could require 
negotiation by face to face tactics or talks 
instead of by pressure tactics outside of 
the bargaining session. 


Here is an instance where the National 


Labor Relations Board, an agency which is 
required to meet all sorts of emergencies 
in labor disputes, came up with a rule 
which it hoped would improve negotiations. 
Nevertheless the high court has refused to 
permit the rule to go into effect because, 
as it puts it, it is the duty of congress to 
legislate and the duty of such agency as 
the National Labor Relations Board to car- 
ry out the law as enacted by congress. 


However, the people of the United 


States now are living under hundreds of 
rules which have come into effect through 
just such efforts as the National Labor Re- 
lations Board made in this instance. The 
Internal Revenue Bureau supplies many 
such examples. However, since the court 
has acted in this instance but has suggested 
that the congress look into the possibilities 
of a change, it would seem wise for con- 
gress to do so. The information which the 
National Labor Relations Board has at 
hand is undoubtedly based upon long ex- 
perience in the practical application of the 
law. 
It therefore is probably as good as 


congress could find in months of hearings. 


Scholarship Gets a Boost 


A worry in most higher educational cir- 


cles has been how to make room for the 
horde of college-bound youngsters coming 
up in the elementary and secondary schools 
of the nation. Part of the problem may be 
solved by the tightening of admission re- 
quirements as well as the increased em- 
phasis upon real scholarship which is caus- 
ing a higher and higher rate of drop-outs 
and flunk-outs around the country. 


Dr. John Palfrey, dean of Columbia Col- 


lege, warns that the new look at the bril- 
liant student should not pressure colleges 
into ignoring the average student who still 
is quite capable of getting through a tough 
program. Honors work, now being inau- 
gurated even in the freshman year in some 
institutions, is fine for the exceptional 
student, he points out, but should not 
supersede a traditional program. If added 
"because they are fashionable" they may 
be put in at the "expense of the necessary 
foundation." 


But Dr. Palfrey also points to the high 


schools as the place where many of the 
foundations should be laid. Naturally when 
there is criticism of educational systems, 
the tendency has been to pass the buck from 
the graduate school to the colleges to the 
secondary, elementary and even primary 
levels. But to a large extent the lower 


schools must reflect the increased pressure 
for harder work and excellence of per- 
formance that is going on in the colleges. 


This pressure seems to be happening all 


around the country. Lawrence, for instance, 
has added the College Board Achievement 
tests to the Scholastic Aptitude require- 
ment for admission. St. Norbert has 
boosted the math requirement and reports 
that classes have reflected the new empha- 
sis. Dr. Palfrey says that Columbia will re- 
quire three years of a modern foreign lan- 
guage by 1962. The University of Wisconsin 
is increasingly sniffish about accepting 
transfers from other colleges which are un- 
able to maintain good grades. The state col- 
lege faculties concede that they are 
, tightening class work and they have estab- 
lished a committee to study and recom- 
mend new consistent admission standards. 


If even half of all the youngsters who 


plan to go on to college are to make it, the 
high schools particularly will have to place 
increased emphasis upon scholarship, basic 
diciplmary courses, and an awakening of a 
realization in college-bound students that 
hard work is essential. Most secondary ad- 
ministrators and boards are doing exactly 
that. Now it is up to parents and the gen- 
eral public to recognize that non-essentials 
must be dropped. 


Sticking to the Text, as Edited 


The so-called press releases which poli- 


ticians keep sending into newspaper offices 
during a campaign cannot always be relied 
upon. Frequently the candidates will find a 
new, more timely topic than the one dis- 
cussed in the press release and take off on 
that instead of following the text sent to 
newspapers. You may be sure when a 
newspaper publishes a report of a political 
speech, and later discovers that the speaker 
said little if anything even close to the ma- 
terial in the advance release, there are apt to 
be some frank communications between the 
newspaper and the candidate or between 
the newspaper and the candidate's publicity 
man. 


This is a problem all over the country. 


Both the newspaper and the candidate are 
put in a bad light if it appears that the poli- 
tician is saying one thing on the stump and 
having something else published. Thus 
when Sen. Kennedy visited Oregon recently 
Gordon McXab. Portland representative of 
the Associated Press, asked Kennedy's 
press agent if the senator would stick to 
his advance text. The Associated Press man 


said he had a story on the wire and there 
would be complications if parts of it went 
unspoken. Pierre Salinger, Kennedy's press 
representative, assured the AP that Ken- 
nedy had been following his text closely 
since he announced his presidential can- 
didacy. Within a few minutes before speech 
time. Salinger advised the AP that a time 
problem would force some cuts in the 
speech. He asked the AP what it had on the 
wire as an advance and was given a marked 
copy of the text. The AP says "not only did 
Kennedy follow it in delivery, he later told 
McNab. "you did a fine job of cutting my 
speech for me.'" 


This was a switch so unusual that it was 


given prominence in the Associated Press 
log which is distributed to newspapers 
across the country. It probably does not 
offer a pattern which politicians will be 
able to follow often in the future, but it 
does emphasize the need for politicians and 
their press representatives to give more 
than a little attention to seeing that ad- 
vance press releases and the actual spoken 
words coincide.
